MUST BUILD NICARAGUAN CANAL 


Imperious Necessity For the Great 


Waterway Set Forth byWarner 


Miller.

SARATOGA, N. Y., Aug. 19.—The Na- 


tional 
conference on Forelg-n- Policy 


was opened here today with an address 
-by Henry Wade Rogers of Chicago, 
chairman of the Committee on Arrange- 
ments..' Mr.. Rogers said that the con- 
fere'nce was'.--oalled to* consider some 
of 'tfie''m'bmentousJilneRtloris in the his- 
tory* "of''the Republic. He spoke of the 
war and returned prayerful thanks for 
the peace now at hand. While peace 
has arrived, he said, there were many 
serious problems to be .considered. 


He referred to -the close friendship 


between the Americans and British, 
which would lead to International arbi- 
tration and finally to universal peace. 
The speaker spoke favorably of the 
Nlcaraguan canal, which, he argued, 
should be built, and controlled by the 
United .States Government. The canal 
will shorten the distance by water to 
Ban Francisco by 10,000 miles. 
.A reference to the trip of the battle- 
ship Oregon elicited hearty applause. 


Mr. Rogers said that the principal 


problem before the present conference- 
was that of territorial expansion, on 
which many distinguished men of na- 
tional reputation hold widely different 
views. Indirectly, he referred to the 
positions respectively held iby the ex- 
pansionists and the anti-expansion- 
ists. Whether we should annex tha 
colonies that are lost to Spain or con- 
trol them by carpet bag government la 
a problem that has become the most 
serious one to Americana, who should 
ponder wisely ov«r It In order to not 
make a mistake. Commercial Interests 
urge'.':tha* we. should adopt a colonial 
system, said Mr. Rogers; but business 
alone,ought not to control our conduct. 


The-question of the Nlcaraguan canal 


was taken up and "Warner Miller of 
New York took the platform. He brief- 
ly spoke of his persistent advooacy of 
the canal. Events of 'the past three 
months demanded its Immediate con- 
struction, and he believed all Ameri- 
cans were now universally in favor of 
It, 
asw sa also Europe. 
He spoke 


of the numerous surveys made of ev- 
ery proposed route to pierce the Isth- 
mus, 
and said the route by the way of 


the Nlcaraguan canal has received th« 
greatest consideration, as iboth feasible 
and desirable. 


Mr. Miller gave the history of. the 


Nlcaraguan route, beginning with the 
administration of General Grant and 
down to the present time. 
Had not 


the canal treaty been blocked cby an- 
tagonistic legislation years ago the 
canal wf>uld have already teen built 
and now In actual operation. 
Finan- 


cial distress for a number of years 
also hindered the work. Distinguished' 
Senators have for years urged the 
building of the canal, but Congress dia 
not act favorably upon It. The Nlc- 
araguan route is looked upon' as the* 
most feasible and 
far preferable to 


that of Panama. 
The canal can be 


built for from $100,000,000 to $140,000,000, 
as shown by statements made by ex- 
perts. 


Is -the canal desirable? 
That the 


canal would reduce the distance toe- 
tween New York and San Francisco by 
10,000 miles alone Is sufficient answer 
in the affirmative. The railways and 
canals of the, country have made all 
sections accessible and available and 
have increased the wealth of the Unit- 
ed States. Railroads have been built 
In advance of the population and have" 
carried emigrants to the Western 
plains, where there is now a teeming 
population developing the broad acres. 


Mr. Miller referred to several.canals 


that have materially aided In opening 
up the country. The Nlcaragruan canal 
would alone save us ten thousand miles 
and would be a great outlet for those 
States on the Pacific Coast. The con* 
tlne-nt is gridironed with trans-oon-tl- 
nen'tal roads but these do not alone 
afford the advantages that could be se- 
cured iby a. canal, it Is a question of 
cheap transportation, and the Nlcara- 
guan canal would solve the problem. 
Within ten years after the completion 
of the ca/nal,. the population of the Pa- 
cific States will have Increased to ten 
millions. 
One of the best results of 


the Spanish-American war la that It 
will compel the building: of th« Nlc- 
araguan canal.

Harold Blankman of this olty, who 


went to the Klondike some months ago 
to try his fortunes in the gold 'fields, has 
written a letter to his aunt In Oakland, 
from which the following extracts are 
taken: 


City. June 9, 1SK5. 


"Well, after trying o. year to get hero, 


I am here, and aftor some pretty hard 
knocks. 
I finoJly reached the Salmon 


after going off the Ice Into Thirty Mllo 
river t-wice. I saved nearly everything, 
how-rver. After reaching the Big Salmon 
on April ]0l.h I did considerable prospect- 


ing, 
as gold was thought to bo plentiful 


in that vicinity. 
I located claims and 


sunk roles on Walsh and Fife creeks, 
but without succesF. In fact, while good 
color shows everywhere, no one has yet 
found anything that would pay them. 


"The ice broke up May 4th at the Sal- 


mon, 
so I concluded to go down river, 


and built a boot with a young man (who 
is atlll with me) and le*ft the Salmon on 
May 12th for Dawson. As we were both 
short of provisions and money, wo con- 
cluded to stop near Stewart river and 
build a raft, whi?h we did. Wo complet- 
ed the raft on May Mth, and I tell you 
she tvas a big one, fifty feet long and 
nearly twenty feet wide and two tiers 
high; In foci, to} long for two men to 
handle. The next day we got stuck on a 
sand-bar and had to take the top tier off 
nnd pry the raft 200 'set before we got 
her free. 
I thought It was all up with 


her at one time. 


"The worst of our Imik was yet to hap- 


pon, however. Snow was malting on tha 
mountains, and the river was running un- 
usually high and very swift (.twelve miles 
an hour past Dawson), and when wos 
finally got opposite Da.wson, at 5 P. M. 
on May 2Sth, we wore unable to make .1 
landing. Two of the Alaska Commercial 
Company's boats just reached us in time, 
and finally, after breaking a line, and 
some exciting work, sho was 
landed 


about a rr.llo below Dawson on the other 
E-1dc of tho river. At ono time I would 
not havo given a nickel for our chance of 
ever seeing Dawson, nnd if the binding 
rope on the raft had givin way I should 
not want to say what might have hap- 
pened. 
As it was, tho heavy current 


washed completely over the raft, taking 
most o-f the upper tier and nearly every- 
thing we had. left. 
I was carried over 


onco, but managed to get to shore. We 
may realize something out of tho raft If 
tho steamers can tow it up, but sho lies 
In a bud position. 
These little things, 


though, we have- to pet used to in this 
country, nnd I am in good health and not 
n bit discouraged. 


"Tho country for 100 mSles around Daw- 


son IE all staked out, even to tho tops OJ 
mountains. 1 leave two claims located, 
but It is impossible to work them at thin 
eeaewn of tho year. 


"Daw*on is qul.to a city, two sawmills 


running night and da-v and cannot supply 
tho deirnnd for lumber. 
Everything is 


expensive here. A meal of cofCee. bread 
and meat costs J2.50, but, as merit is 
worth S2 a pound, tha restaurants do not 
make aJl profit. Whiskey is (1 a drink, 
and I do not take very many 1 assure 
yon. Wages are good, if employment can 
be had—$10 per Jay, and $15 In the mines, 
hut the season's work Is about over. 
Iho weather is very h?t. but I rather 
like it. 
My Intention is to go down to 


American territory, where I think a bet- 
ter opportunity offers. Scurvy and fever 
are prevalent here, two to four oyinu 
every day In tho hospital, which Is no full 
that thi»y have to turn e.11 but dange-oun 
cascp nway. 


"The richness of nomo of tho ureejts 


has

Gold 
In 


thrown about here like so much mer- 
chandise. 
Alox McDonaM took seven- 


toon men up to his mine the other <1ny to 
faring down $200,000 in gold. Tho amount 
of gold Uia.t will bo taken out Ihis and 
next year will bo immense.

twenty-five to thirty millions will go out 
this yea.r. At the sa-mo time, while a. few 
of the creeks are ro rich, the rout of th« 
country docs not warrant tho reports 
that have been spread about this coun- 
try. 
People are now coming In by tho 


thousands, end as there Is nothing to lo- 
cnte here a-nd no work to bo done- that 
will employ more than a small percent- . 
age, tha chances a:o that !hey will go out 
in thousands. 


"I read in a paper a month or so ago

Brigadier-Generaii 
McArthur, com- 


• manding the brigade,, complimented the 
men in the highest terms, right in the 
mi'dst of the 'battle, for their valor and 
success. 


The Astor Battery led the column, 


supported by the Minnesota volunteers 
ar.d the Twenty--t.hird regulars. Tiie 
Utah Battery's guns were too heavy to 
move through' the swarr.ps. 


The march. was .along the Pasay 


road, on the right <it the river Paslg, 
where the fleet could give no assist- 
ance. At the junction of the Clngalon 
road the vanguard came, without warn- 
ing, upon a strong Spanish entrench- 
ment. Suddenly the enemy rained a 


back in panic. Bast and West vied in 
deeds of bravery. 
Tha-soldiers knew on Friday night that 


an attack was to be made. 


The reveille was sounded at 4 o'clock. 


The troops 'arose singing and cheering, 
nor weeks they had beon encamped in 
s-wampa or lying in dit-ohes filled with 
water, exposed to tropical rains. They 
had.waited patiently for the order to at- 
tack, and when it came the demonstra- 
tions were unanimous alons the lines.
